Long alvertisementé tell the, reader | 
that by cutting coupohs from a certain | 
number of papers and presenting them | 
at the publisher’s office with a certain | 
sum of money, he will receive in ex- 
change some article mentioned in the | 
advertisements. 

The article is represented, at least 
by inference, to be worth much more | 
than the newspaper sells it for, and 
the reader believes that a special bar- 
gain is offered him as a subscriber of 
the paper. He does not know that the 
publisher cares. nothing for the cou- 
pons, and that from 50 to 200 per cent

Hindered.- Life Savers From 
Rendcring Assistance. 


Schooner Minnie Rowan of Bridgeport, 


Conn., Went Ashore-—The Crew Rescued 
After a Hard Straggle. 


ScITUATE, Mass., Feb. .14.—All day yes- 
terday the crews of, the Massachusetts 
Humane society lifeboat and the United 
States lifeboat station at fourth cliff 
tried to rescue the crew of the wrecked 
schooner Minnie Rowan of Bridgeport, 
Conn. 

The vessel showed herself to the people 
on the first cliff about 7. o’clock yesterday 
morning. She had anchored during the 
night to prevent going ashore, but the 
heavy northeast gale..caused.her.to drag 
her anchor, and she -was swept in upon 
the off second cliff.” She struck about 11 
o'clock. 

The crews of both the life-saving sta- 
tions were summoned, but it was not 
until almost noon when the first line was 
fired ‘across’ the bow of the schooner. 
The line fell far short and the next half a 
dozen lines also fell: short or else got 
hopelessly snarled. : 

After several unsuccessful attempts, all 
made with great risk, the life savera con- 
quered the ‘raging elements and rescued 
the crew of the Minnie Rowan after they 
had been in the rigging for hours, ex- 


while the vessel bumped and dragged on 
the shore off first cliff. 


fora last attempt about 9:10" last night; 
the sea having calmed down somewhat, 
and reached the: side of the disabled 
Rowan. 

Then one from the mortar of the gov- 
ernment station went across the vessel 
between the fore and main masts. The 
crew seized it and made it fast to the fore- 
mast, but it also got hopelessly ‘fouled, 
and nothing could be done withit. The 
SAS OPE CONST washing “across t 
vessel at thistime. Half adozen of the 
crew were in tlie rigging, and the captain 
himself, tied up in blankets, was lashed 
in the main shrouds, 

About noon Captain Stantey of the 
government. lifeboat. decided to attempt 
to rescue the crew in his boat. He put off 
with a crew of 10, but was unable to get 
within 100 yards of the vessel. 

The- heavy wind and current, combined 
with the awfulsea; drove him off and he 
was forced to return. An hour later 
Captain Smith ‘of the humane society’s 
boat, which had been’ dragged two miles 
over:the cliffs, set ont-to make a second 
. attempt, but. he met with as little success. 

After great effort he got all eight of the 
‘storm-tossed mariners in his boat. At 
9;50 he had them on the beach.
